The monthly meeting of the Farraora' 


Club was well attended yesterday after- 
noon, anil tio interesting Dcesion WBfl 
held. 
Chairman Hodgkin called tbe 


meeting to order find asked for the read- 
ing of a paper on drainage by Mies 
Hatch. 


The lady remarked that the treatise 


had been prepared several years ago to 
be read before an inatitute^t Selma, but 
it waa more apropos tit tbe present tiino 
as the evila then leftred had become re- 
alities. The paper couaieted chieily of 
tbe views of prominent writers on the 
subject, which were arranged in proper 
order.
